“The Viking legend continues

The amazing UVic Vikings captured 
their seventh straight Canadian Inter¬ 
university Athletic Union (CIAU) cham¬ 
pionship by defeating the University of 
Waterloo Warriors 70-61, March 15, in 
the nationally-televised final in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. 

In continuing to re-write the record 
book, the Vikings became only the 
second team in modem Canadian sports 
history to claim seven consecutive titles. 

The only other Canadian team that 
has ever won seven national titles is 
lacrosse’s Oshawa Green Gaels who 
won the Minto Cup junior championship 
from 1963 to 1969. No professional 
Canadian team has ever won seven 
straight championships in any sport. 


For coach Ken Shields who has been 
at the helm of the Vikings for those seven 
championship seasons, the Viking 
dynasty is the result of “discipline and 
hard work”. “We’ve had the stars—the 
NBA picks, the Olympic games 
athletes—but the players who have 
really won the seven straight titles for us 
are the blue collar players,” said Shields 
after the win. “It’s those who weren’t the 
great athletes but the great workers who 
have made the difference.” 

The Vikings had to dig deep to win the 
1986 championship, after being upset by 
the University of Saskatchewan Hus¬ 
kies in the Canada West Universities 
Athletic Association (CWUAA) semi¬ 
finals in February. 

They were given a wild-card entry to 


one of four regional play-offs and defea¬ 
ted the University of Lethbridge at home 
and Concordia University to earn one of 
four berths in the finals. 

In one CIAU semi-final, the Vikings 
defeated Saskatchewan, setting up their 
third meeting in four years with Water¬ 
loo for the championship. 

This year’s victory over Waterloo did 
hot come easy. After establishing a 14- 
point lead in the first half, the Vikings 
saw Waterloo cut the margin to a single 
point before pulling away at the end. 

Seven-foot centre Cord Clemens, voted 
the national tournament’s most valua¬ 
ble player, sank four foul shots and two 
baskets in the closing minutes to shut 
the door on the Warriors. 


Clemens led the Vikings with 27 
points. Guards Lloyd Scrubb and Vito 
Pasquale added 13 and 12 points respec¬ 
tively. Randy Steel, Jamie Newman, 
Shawn Kalinovich, Wade Loukes and 
Jerry Divoky also provided valuable 
assistance to the Viking cause. Other 
members of the championship team 
include Graham Taylor, Geoff McKay, 
Rob Kreke and Dave Sheehan. 

Sheehan, a solid performer, became 
only the second player in CIAU history 
to play for the national championship 
team in each of his five years of eligibi¬ 
lity. The first player to do so is Eli Pas¬ 
quale, a national team star who played 
with the Vikings firom 1980 through 
1984.

The new Faculty of Engineering at UVic 
continues to grow, with the hiring of two 
new faculty members to join the Depart¬ 
ment and recruitment of five or six new 
members planned during 1986. 

The new faculty members are Dr. 
Peter Driessen, who specializes in the 
areas of electromagnetics and communi¬ 
cations, and Dr. A.K.S. Bhat whose 
expertise is in the area of power 
electronics. 

Driessen, 32, was bom in Victoria and 
completed both his B.Sc. in Honours 
physics and mathematics and his Ph.D. 
in electrical engineering at the 
University of British Columbia. 

After graduating from UBC, in 1981, 
he joined MacDonald Dettweiler & 
Associates Ltd. as project manager/ 
engineer in the Communications 
Systems Group. 

Driessen then joined Mobile Data 
International Inc. as senior systems 
engineer. 

In addition, he was involved in 
corporate strategic planning and did the 
theoretical design of a new modem 
product for data communications using 
cellular mobile telephone. 

While at MDI Driessen obtained more 
than $1 million of government research 
grants and contracts, and initiated co¬ 
operative research projects with three 
universities. 

Bhat, 33, is from India, where he 
obtained a B.Sc. degree from Mysore 
University, and his Bachelor of 
Engineering and Masters of 
Engineering degrees with distinction 
from the Indian Institute of Science, 
Bangalore. He was a research scholar at 
I.I.S. during 1980-81. 

In 1981, Bhat joined the Department 
of Electrical Engineering at the 
University of Toronto, where he 
obtained his M.A.Sc. and Ph.D. degrees 
in 1982 and 1985, respectively.

During 1977 to 1981, Bhat worked as a 
scientist in the power electronics group 
of the National Aeronautical 
Laboratory in Bangalore, where he was 
responsible for a number of Research 
and Development projects. 

Bhat is a member of the Institution of 
Electriqal and Electronics Engineers in 
the U.S.A. and is a member of the 
Institution of Electronics and 
Telecommunications Engineers of 
India. 


Summer jobs 
to 

be posted 

Challenge '86, the federal provincial 
program to subsidize student employ¬ 
ment during the summer months, may 
. produce up to 257 jobs of various lengths 
for UVic students this year. 

The amount granted to UVic this year 
is $580,000, the same amount the univer¬ 
sity was given last year for Challenge 
'85, says Ted Sawchuck, Director of Stu¬ 
dent and Ancillary Services. 

Student and Ancillary Services has 
received applications from academic 
and administrative departments for 
summer jobs “far in excess of the money 
available" says Sawchuck. 

From the applications for positions, 
257 jobs lasting from eight to 18 weeks 
and paying $3.65 per hour are being 
recommended to Challenge '86 for 
approval. Some departments will be able 
to raise the pay rate for approved posi¬ 
tions with their own funds while other 
departments have no money to add to 
the minimum wage salary offered, Saw¬ 
chuck explains. 

“Unfortunately, there is no more 
money this year than last. Last year we 
got an additional grant, but we are not 
expecting it this year." 

Although the pay is not high, the work 
experience gained from many of the 
positions will be excellent, Sawchuck 
points out. 

“There are positions from nearly 
every academic department, and many 
give excellent experience for students in 
their disciplines. Some students feel 
they benefit so much that they forego the 
possibility of getting jobs with better 
pay." 

When the positions recommended by 
Student and Ancillary Services are 
approved for funding, they will be pos¬ 
ted in the Canada Employment Centre 
on campus, in April. 


Student*s work destroyed 

A 14-foot-high, straight-back chair stolen from the sculpture pad in front 
of the Visual Arts Building on March 10, has been destroyed. 

The 300-pound chair was a major out-of-scale sculpture project of Ken 
MacDonald, a third-year Visual Arts student who had spent about 100 
hours on the project and about $300 for supphes. MacDonald places a 
value of $2,300 on the uncompleted sculpture. 

The chair was apparently stolen as a prank and dumped intact in 
Beacon Hill Park where it was discovered by parks employees and later 
destroyed by mistake. 

“It might seem like a lark to some people but I see it as major theft," 
said MacDonald. “Those responsible have jeopardized my marks since 
the project has not been adjudicated. They have also cost me money and 
time.’’ 

MacDonald said he was amazed that anyone would be “so stupid as to 
risk arrest by stealing the chair from an open spot beside a busy road 
(Mackenzie Ave.) right next door to the office of Traffic and Security." 

He estimated that it would have taken four or five people to move the 
chair which was bolted together by two dozen foot-long bolts. 

MacDonald was working on 11-foot rockers for the chair which has a 
remarkable history. The six-by-six-foot pieces used for the chair come 
from a bam more than 100 years old. MacDonald planned to take the 
chair apart after adjudication with the pieces to be used as part of a new 
bam. “The idea was the re-routing of wood milled 120 years ago so that it 
became a sculpture before becoming part of another bam," he explained. 

Prof. Donald Harvey, chairman of the Department of Visual Arts, 
described the theft as “destmctive vandalism". “There was a lot of time 
and effort put into this project and it was a work of art, regardless of what 
some people might have felt about it. No one had any right to steal it." 


New aid won’t help 
students—Granewall 


The announcement of a major increase 
in provincial support for post-secondary 
student aid will make “no difference 
whatsoever” to the 2,800 UVic students 
who rely on student loans, according to 
Nels Granewall, UVic's manager of Stu¬ 
dent Financial Aid. 

“In fact, unless there is an announce¬ 
ment of an upward adjustment in the 
living allowance for students, set by the 
provincial government, UVic students 
will be worse off in 1986-87 than they are 
this year," said Granewall. 

He explained that students would be 
worse off by about four per cent which is 
the current rate of inflation. 

Granewall said he was not ungrateful 
that the province is putting more money 
into student aid, but pointed out that the 
living allowance level for students see¬ 
king loans has been frozen for a number 
of years and there is no indication that 
this level will be adjusted. 

Ministry officials are expected to 
reveal the student aid guidelines for 
1986-87 in April and Granewall is 
hoping for a change. “I'd welcome such 
an announcement, but I see nothing in 
the most recent announcement that indi¬ 
cates such a change is coming.” 

Russell Fraser, Minister of Post- 
Secondary Education, announced 
March 6 that student aid will be alloca¬ 


ted $10.9 million in 1986-87, compared to 
$4.9 million “originally budgeted" for 
1985-86. 

Fraser said the increased allocation 
will enable his Ministry “to move into 
the second year of a three-year phase-in 
of its student aid program” and to 
expand the program to cover students in 
private trade schools in B.C. 

Granewall said the increased funds 
are going primarily to pay off the inter¬ 
est to the banks on student loans. The 
province dropped the grant portion of 
student aid in 1984, replacing it with an 
all-loan program. B.C. is the only pro¬ 
vince which does not have a grant com¬ 
ponent as part of its student aid 
program. 

Funds will also be made available for 
the first time as loans to students atten¬ 
ding non-traditional schools, Granewall 
pointed out. “If you look in a telephone 
book, you will find a lot of these agen¬ 
cies, offering training in everything 
from hairdressing to flying." 

Granewall is not objecting to the fact 
that students attending trade schools 
will be eligible for provincial loans. “I 
am concerned about the plight of our 
university students and I don't see 
where this increased funding will help 
them one whit." 


Moot team makes mark 


The UVic Law Faculty student team of 
Margo Tubman, Karen Knott, Peter Jar¬ 
vis and Peter Swanson, made an impres¬ 
sive showing at the Canadian moot 
competition preceding the finals for the 
Jessup International Law Moot compe¬ 
tition this year. 

The team of second year law students 
went undefeated in all of their four oral 
hearings in Kingston, Ontario on March 
1, when 19 Canadian law school teams 
gathered to compete for the honour of 
entering the Jessup international finals. 

The UVic team, coached by UVic law 
professor Ted McDorman and David 
Lyons, was barely edged out by the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto and Dalhousie to cap¬ 
ture third place against 19 competing 
teams from Canadian law schools. 


The Jessup International Law Moot 
Competition is sponsored by the Ameri¬ 
can Society of International Law. This 
year, Canada's winning team from the 
University of Toronto will compete with 
teams from law schools in 40 countries 
in the final moot competition in Was¬ 
hington, D.C. 

The topic argued at the Kingston 
moot, and by 360 law schools in other 
countries entering the Jessup competi¬ 
tion, was a problem “loosely based” on 
the current archaeological dispute bet¬ 
ween Greece and Britain surrounding 
the Elgin marbles, explains McDorman. 

Two years ago, the international com¬ 
petition was won by the Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity team, which this year placed 
second in Kingston. 
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Graduate Studies — Research 
split proposed 
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Judge Abella to speak 
on employment equality 


Judge Rosalie Abella, sole commis¬ 
sioner of the 1983-84 federal Royal Com¬ 
mission on Equality in Employment, 
will be at UVic March 26 to speak on 
Women and the Prospects for Employ¬ 
ment Equality. 

Abella, 38, chairman of the Ontario 
Labour Relations Board and a Judge of 
the Ontario Family Court, is coming to 
UVic as the final speaker this year in the 
UVic Distinguished Lectures Series. 

Her lecture, at 8 p.m. in the Begbie 
Building, Room 159, is free and open to 
all interested people. 

Abella's findings on women and 
employment equality indicate that bar¬ 
riers to females receiving equal pay for 
employment have not been removed. 

“The conclusion is inescapable: equal 
pay legislation has had little impact on 
the earnings gap,” says Abella in 
“Equality at Work and Home” publish¬ 
ed in the December 1985 issue of Policy 
Options Politiques. 

“Women earn significantly less than 
men in every occupational category. The 
cost of the wage gap to women is stag^ 
gering and the sacrifice is not in aid of 
any demonstrably justifiable social 
goal.” 

Abella’s review of employment in¬ 
equality investigates broad influences 
affecting women’s lives, from early 
home and cultural influences, to stereo¬ 
types taught in the schools, to attitudes 
toward adult women in the family and 
the workplace. 

“The problem is one of assumptions, 
almost religiously held, about the role 
and ability of women in Canada. Many 
men and women seem unable to escape 
from the perceptual fallout of the tradi¬ 
tion that expects women to behave 
dependently and supportively toward 
men,” she writes. 

Abella addresses the difficulties 
facing women seeking to combine 
employment with raising children, and 
argues for affordable childcare of ade¬ 
quate quality for all those who require it. 

“Women are not only inhibited from 
working by the absence of this support 
system but the quality of their participa¬ 
tion is impaired. Childcare is the ramp 
that provides equal access to the work¬ 
force for mothers.” 


“If education is the state’s legitimate 
concern, and if standards of care for chil¬ 
dren are equally the state’s concern, 
then the partnership of parent and state 
should start when a child is born and 
continue as long as the dependent child, 
as beneficiary, needs it, regardless of 
age, of whether he or she goes to school, 
or of whether there is a parent at home 
full time. 

“From the perspective of the needs of 
children, who represent about one quar¬ 
ter of Canada’s population, as well as 
that of parents, the ideal childcare sys¬ 
tem would be affordable, of acceptable 
quality, and universally accessible 
though non-compulsory.” 

Abella writes as well about the “fail¬ 
ure of corporations to accommodate in 
any significant way” the fact that 
women have children. 

“Many women find that their current 
or prospective status as a mother is a 
powerful factor on a hidden agenda 
affecting hiring and promotion 
practices.” 

“Employers should presume no more 
about what mothers can, should, or 
should not do, than they do about 
fathers. Employers must operate on the 
assumption that their male and female 
employees have the same family 
responsibilities.” 

Attitudes within the workplace often 
affect adversely women’s opportunities 
for advancement, according to Abella. 

“Even where women perform manage¬ 
rial functions, as many secretaries do, 
they are not given credit for these res¬ 
ponsibilities when candidates for pro¬ 
motion to management are sought.” 

Abella is married to Professor Irving 
Abella, author of None is Too Many, and 
they have two sons. She received her 
LL.B. from the University of Toronto 
Law School in 1970, and last year recei¬ 
ved Honourary Doctorates in Law from 
Dalhousie and Queen’s Universities. 

She serves as a Director of both the 
Canadian Institute for the Administra¬ 
tion of Justice and the International 
Commission of Jurists (Canadian Sec¬ 
tion), and in 1982-83 was chairman of 
the Study on Access to Legal Services by 
the Disabled for the Attorney-General of 
Ontario. 


A report recommending a re¬ 
organization of responsibilities within 
the UVic Faculty of Graduate Studies 
that would reflect the university admi¬ 
nistration’s growing emphasis upon 
research has been submitted to Vice Pre¬ 
sident Academic Murray Fraser. 

The splitting of the office of the Dean 
of Graduate Studies and Research and 
appointment of separate deans for each 
area has been recommended by the ad 
hoc committee, appointed by Fraser in 
December, to review and make recom¬ 
mendations concerning the structure of 
Graduate Studies. 

As well as recommending appoint¬ 
ment of a Dean of Graduate Studies and 
a Dean of Research, each to hold the 
positions on a half-time basis for terms 
of up to five years, the report recom¬ 
mends that the current position of Asso¬ 
ciate Dean (Research) be retained. 

The Dean of Graduate Studies and the 
Dean of Research would report to the 
Vice President Academic, and the Asso¬ 
ciate Dean of Research would report to 
the Dean of Research and be responsible 
for the internal management of research 
originating from within the university, 
according to the model recommended by 
the ad hoc committee. 

The report recommends that the cur¬ 
rent Associate Dean of Graduate Stu¬ 
dies, Dr. Bruce Howe, assist during the 
transitional year to the proposed new 
model, until the position terminates in 
June 1987. 

Fraser emphasizes that no action will 
be taken on the report until the univer¬ 
sity community has had an opportunity 
to study its recommendations, and that 
the proposed changes could be accom¬ 
modated with no budget increase. 

The report is being circulated to all 
Deans and Faculties and is available 
from the Vice President Academic’s 
office in the Sedgewick Building. 


In a stormy Board of Directors meeting 
March 17, the Alma Mater Society 
(AMS) voted to appoint two editors for 
the Martlet for 1986-87, following the 
firing of this year’s co-editors Nora 
Ready and Corinne Mol and the sub¬ 
sequent walkout of the Martlet staff. 

AMS officials said earlier this week 
that an “ad hoc group” would put out an 
edition of the student newspaper 
scheduled for March 20. 

The controversy surrounding the 
governance of the newspaper erupted 
March 10 when the Martlet 
Management Board (MMB) voted to 
place an editor-in-chief structure in 
place for 1986-87. The Martlet staff had 
unanimously recommended that a co¬ 
editor structure, in place for the past four 
years, be continued. 

As a result of the MMB decision, the 
student newspaper refused to carry 
either AMS advertising or an AMS 
election supplement in its March 13 
issue, stating that it would boycott all 
student government ads until the 
student government agreed to staff 
structure that the staff endorsed. 

The MMB then fired the two editors 
for what the board called a “breach of 
contract” regarding advertising. The 
staff of the student newspaper then 
walked out “until negotiations with the 
AMS are established and concluded”. 

At the March 17 BOD meeting, 
directors defeated a motion calling for 
the re-instatement of the two editors. 
They also diminished the power of the 
MMB, passing a motion that its 
decisions must be ratified by the BOD. 


“I welcome responses to the report 
within the next two weeks, Fraser said 
March 21. 

The ad hoc committee met six times 
and had discussions with several uni¬ 
versity officials concerned with the 
administration of Graduate Studies at 
UVic. It also invited presentations by 
interested faculty members. 

The committee members are Dr. 
Joseph Kess (Linguistics), Dr. Gordana 
Lazarevich (Music), Dr. Alex McAuley 
(Chemistry) and Dr. Otfided Spreen 
(Psychology). 

“All those interviewed felt there was 
an increasingly important commitment 
by the Administration to research in all 
disciplines and that perhaps the crucial 
stage had been reached where division 
of the Graduate Studies office into two 
well-defined portfolios was now timely,” 
states their report. 

“The model is recommended in recog¬ 
nition of a need for a growing emphasis 
on research. The duties currently as¬ 
signed to the office of the Dean of Grad¬ 
uate Studies and Research will be dealt 
with more effectively through two sepa¬ 
rate offices, namely those of Research 
and Graduate Studies. 

“Within the office of Research there is 
a perceived need for a mandate to co¬ 
ordinate external and internal research 
activities. The committee endorses the 
appointment of a Dean responsible for 
only Graduate Studies who is committed 
to providing strong academic 
leadership.” 

The three dean’s positions proposed 
should all be filled by well-qualified 
scholars of demonstrated research abili¬ 
ties, the report concludes. 


Along with dual editorship of the 
newspaper for 1986-87, the BOD also 
gave Martlet staff a veto over the 
selection of the editors. 

The drama over the student 
newspaper has been evolving at the 
same time as the annual elections for the 
AMS executive and BOD are taking 
place. The AMS elections were 
completed March 18 with the new 
student government taking office on 
April 1.

UVic President Dr. Howard Fetch flies 
to Japan March 29 to speak at two inau¬ 
guration ceremonies at Nagoya 
University. 

Fetch has been invited by Yuichi Kuri- 
moto. President of Nagoya University of 
Commerce and Business Administra¬ 
tion, to speak at the inauguration cere¬ 
mony of the university April 1 and April 
5 at the inauguration ceremony of Koryo 
International College, a college within 
the university. 

Relations between UVic and Koryo 
International College include visits 
each summer by 40 students from the 
college to study the English language 
and Canadian culture for four weeks at 
UVic.

To the Editor 

The Native Student Union (NSU) of UVic is 
facing possible eviction from their office space 
In MacLaurIn A323, as of April 30,1986. We feel 
that the reasons given by Mr. R. Swallles, assis¬ 
tant Dean of Education, are trivial in compari¬ 
son with all the reasons for maintaining an 
office space for use on the UVic campus. Per¬ 
haps some examples are appropriate. 

Swailles has stated that members of the NSU 
are prone to loud and vulgar language. No one 
has ever complained to us about It, before or 
after receiving Swailles letter. 

Swailles has also stated that the NSU contri¬ 
butes to the uncleanliness of the rest of the 
MacLaurIn Building, and creates extra work for 
the janitors. In the seventeen year history of the 
NSU, no such complaint has ever been made. 
Swailles is also afraid that the NSU will “set a 
precedent for other minority groups on cam¬ 
pus.” It should be pointed out that the NSU has 
had office space on this campus since 1969 and 
that it has, to our understanding, been provided 
with commitments from the President of UVic.
